Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1948. 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  lines  indicated  in  Circular  3/49 
(Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

Again^  I have  pleasure  in  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
ever-ready  help  and  encouragement  afforded  me  by  the  Council  and  their 
Chief  Officers.  The  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  have  continued 
to  give  me  their  loyal  and  energetic  support. 

In  my  Report  for  1946^  I drew  attention  to  the  very  v^elcome 
fall  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  In  1947^  this  improvement  was 
not  maintained,  but  in  1948  there  vvas  a distinct  improvement.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  the  Urban  District  has  always  been 
considerably  higher  than  that  of  the  County  of  Glamorgan,  but  in  1948, 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  County  v\ras  41  , and  the  Rate  for  the 
Gelligaer  Urban  District  was  42.  It  can  be  said  that  the  Council’s 
responsibilities  as  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority,  v\rhich 
ceased  with  the  implementing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
ended  on  a happy  note. 

In  1948,  the  Death  Rate  in  the  County  of  Glamorgan  ?/as  11.6, 
and  the  Death  Rate  for  the  \«ihole  of  England  and  Y/ales  was  10.8.  The 
Death  Rate  in  Gelligaer  was  only  9»9» 

In  1943?  1946,  and  1947  I was  able  to  report  that  there  had  been 
ho  death  from  Diphtheria  duiHng  the  year.  The  same  statement  can 
now  be  made  regarding  the  year  1948,  But  to  those  of  us  who  have 
laboured  in  this  field  of  Preventive  Medicine,  it  is  very  satisfying 
to  know  that  not  a single  case  of  Diphtheria  v/as  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  during  the  Year. 

I little  thought  in  1940,  \ihsn  intensive  Immunisation  was 
commencecf  in  Gelligaer,  that  Diphtheria  \wOuld  be  dispelled  from  our 
midst . 

Protective  treatment  against  \7hooping  Cough  w^as  continued 
during  1948,  The  effectiveness  of  this  Antigen  is  being  carefully 
assessed.

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Clinics  axe  of  value  - not  only  for  advice  and  treatment 
obtainable  tbere  - but  also  because  the  atmosphere  of  the  clinic 
stimulates  the  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  the  available  services, 
and  fosters  a healthy  pride  in  the  appearance  and  progress  of  the 
infants . 


"Better  Health" j the  official  journal  of  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education,  is  sold  at  the  Clinics,  and  continues  to  be 
fairly  well  received. 

At  each  clinic,  there  is  a representative  of  the  Local 
Pood  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  to  undertake  the  distribution 
of  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  and  Vitamin  supplements. 

The  services  of  the  County  Orthopaedic,  Dental,  Vision, 
and  Tonsil  Clinics  continue  to  be  available  to  the  young  children 
of  the  area. 

Por  some  years.  Dr.  A.  G-.  Aatkins,  M.D.,  P.H.C.P.,  has 
been  Consultant  in  Children’s  Diseases  to  the  Authority.  During 
1948  (up  to  July  4th.)  9 children,  v/hose  progress  was  unsatisfactory 
v/ere  referred  to  Dr,  Watkins. 

Care  of  Premature  Children 

Whenever  possible,  an  immediate  visit  is  made  by  the  Health 
Visitor,  and  advice  given  regarding  the  special  care  necessary. 

Co -operation  between  the  Midwife  and  Health  Visitor  is  maintained. 

In  addition,  a special  food  for  delicate  and  premature 
babies  is  kept  aV  the  Health  Department,  and  is  immediately 
available  in  these  casea.

The  need  for  a Maternity  Home  in  the  Pihymney  Valley 
continued  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Vy'elfare  Committee,  and  of  the  Council. 

A scheme  was  propounded  to  add.  a Maternity  Unit  to  the 
Miners’  Hospital  at  Caerphilly.  So  that  this  scheme  could  he 
expedited,  it  ?/as  necessary  to  raise  a large  sum  of  money. 

Sponsored  by  the  Members  of  the  Council,  entertainments  were 
organised  in  the  Gelligaer  Urban  Area,  and  finally  the  substantial 
sum  of  £965  was  collected  towards  the  project. 

This  generous  and  practical  effort  \7ill  soon  enable  the 
mothers  of  the  Hhyraney  Valley  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  treatment  in 
the  Maternity  Unit  at  Caerphilly.

The  v/ork  of  liimiunisation  v/as  pursued  during  the  year. 

By  Birthday  card  and  visit^pg  by  the  Health  Yisitors, 
parents  were  encouraged  to  bring  their  babies  to  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  to  receive  treatment. 

I again  toured  the  district  by  ambulance ^ to  immunice 
the  children  in  their  ov/n  homes. 


In  addition^  the  parents  of  every  child  entering  school 
were  approached,  so  that  immunisation  or  re -immunisation 
was  carried  out.  Re -imaiunisation  is  advised  for  all  entrants 
w'ho  were  immunised  in  infan/cy. 

Up  to  July  523  children  were  immunised  - 438  under 

3 years  of  age,  and  83  between  3 and  13^  and  were  given  the 
complete  course  of  treatment. 

Immunisation  was  commenced  in  Gelligaer  in  May,  1940,  The 
number  immunised  each  year  is  as  tabulated  below

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough 

Immunisation  against  Y/hooping  Cough  was  commenced  late  in  1947. 
Of  the  323  children  immunised  in  the  first  half  of  1948,  220 
were  given  the  combined  treatment  against  YJhooping  Cough  and 
Diphtheria. 

During  1948,  there  has  not  been  much  Whooping  Gough  in  the 
area,  so  it  is  impossible  to  assess  the  value  of  this  preventive 
treatment.

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Development  which  took  place  in  your  Council's  area  during 
the  year  v\[as  the  completion  of  the  nev/  high  level  pipeline  to 
Heolddu,  Bargoed.  This  nev/  pipeline  v/as  laid  from  the  Taf  Dechan 
Water  Supply  Board's  high  level  trunk  main,  Treharris,  along 
Penheoladam^  and  over  the  mountain  to  Heolddu,  It  has  greatly 
improved  the  high  level  supplies  at  Heolddu,  and  has  also  afforded 
a supply  to  several  premises  along  Pehheoladam,  wrhere  the  inhabitants 
have  suffered  for  a long  period  through  lack  of  a proper  piped 
supply. 

Work  was  also  carried  out  on  repairs  to  Deri  service 
reservoir,  v/hich  holds  approximately  2 million  gallons.
